‘‘Tile Italian and French govern­ 
ments, recalling the declaration of 
December ll, 1932. in reference to 
the rights of equality, are in accord 
in recognising that no country can 
modify by a unilateral act her ob­ 
ligations regarding armaments, and 
that rn case this eventuality arise 
they will consult with each other.” 
Given Theoretical E q u a lity 
It was under the declaration of 
December ll, 1932. that Germany 
returned to the disarmament con- 
lerence alter her abandonment of

She was granted, in this declara­ 
tion. theoretical equality of arma­
